Answer: When the term “internal 
bath” is used is usually refers to a 
washing of the colon by what ts 
otherwise known as an enema.. It 
is true that one can wash out the 
stomach by drinking large quantities 
of water, but this has a very differ- 
ent effect unon the intestines, as the 
water is absorbed mostly in the 
stomach. You can arrange a very 
satisfactory shower by securing one 
of the shower attachments which 
connects with your bathtub faucet, 
A shower can then be taken while 
sitting or squatting in the tub. It is 
better to use cool or cold water, as 
warm water is always enervating. 


Question: O. H. writes: “Would like 
to ask your advice on a _ paralyzed 
colon. Is there any cure for it? Is 
there any way of getting it back to 
normal and thus dispense with the 
dally enema?” 

Answer: You probably do not have 
Paralysis of the coion, as such trou- 
bie is quite rare. If your colon 
were paralyzed, your entire’ body 
below the waist would be paralyzed 
also. There is no better treatment 
for a sluggish colon than a_ few 
weeks’ course of treatment with the 
enema twice daily, 
the right foed after stovving the en- 
ema, your bowels should move nat- 
urally two or three times daily. If 
they do not, it is probably because 
of a kind of paralysis of your intes- 
tines.

VISITS CITY: 
GIVES VIEWS 


Hopes that the coal war that for 
years has been waged between the) 
leacling coal exporting countries of 
Europe would be settled shortly, were 
voiced by Dr. Mack Fastman, Ph.D., 
of the international Labor office 
League of Nations, Geneva, who is a 
visitor in Edmonton today. 

Dr. Eastman, who is well known in 
Western Canada, naving been head 
of the history department at the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia. went to 
Geneva in 1925, and is chief of section 


3, research division of the Labor of- 
fice. 
Deals With Coal War 
Tt, is this section which has been 
dealing with the coal war which has 
brought a crisis in industry in 
Europe. Efforts have been made to 


induce these coal exporting nations— 
Great Britain, Germany, Poland, etc 
to come to some agreement as to 
standardization of hours of work and 
wages and also with regard to the 
total amount each shall produce from 
quarter to quarter 

These efforts have been agrecable 
to Germany, Poland, Belgium and 
France and these countries are ready 
to come to such an agreement A 
group of British mine owners are also 
willing but the stumbling block is the 


attitude of the other operators in 
Greeat Britain who do not see their 
way clear to any such agreement. Dr 
Eastman is hopeful, however, that 
they will see eye to eye with ihe 
others before many more months pas 
The question of housing workers is 
also dealt with and Dr. Eastman said 
France was taking the lead in this 


work. The country had turned from 
reconstruction to construction and 
rapid strides were being made. ‘The 
new slums on the outskirts of Paris 
were being suppressed and new build- 
ings of a good type were crected. 
Other nations were following France's 
lead in this respect 
White Collar Jobs 


The third feature of Dr. Eastman's 
work is of great interest and deals 
with what are commonly known as 
the “white collar jobs." He said that 
the intellectual workers, such as 
teachers, journalists, engineer, actors, 
etc.,, have been and still are worse 
off than the manual! laborer in many | 


ways They have organized nation- 
ally in Europe and are now organizing 
internationally and they have asked 
that a commission to aid them be ap- 
} “hited to sit at Geneva where mat- 
ters of interest may be taken up 

Although on a vacation trip, Dr 
Eastman said that he was interview- 
ing provincial premiers, labor minis- 
ters and deputy ministers with a view 
to seeing if some plan cannot be 
formulated whereby the province wil! 
in future, be adequately and directly 
represented at the annual Labor con- 
ferences held in Geneva
